NOTICE  TO  ALL  VOTERS 

69:26-a  Verification  Every  Ten  Years. 

\.         In  addition  to  any  verification  procedure  carried  out  under  the  provisions 
of  the  foregoing  section,  the  supervisors  shall  verify  the  check-list  once 
every  ten  years,  beginning  in  1971. 

M.  Between  April  1  and  August  1  during  each  year  ending  with  a  one,  the 
supervisors  shall  advertise  notice  of  their  sessions  at  least  twice  in  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  town  or  city  in  question  and  hold 
sufficient  sessions  for  verification  of  the  check-list  as  in  their  opinion  will  enable 
all  eligible  voters  in  said  town  or  ward  to  appear  before  them  during  said  period 
and  register  or  reregister  as  the  case  may  be.  Whenever  a  person  is  reregistered, 
his  party  designation,  if  any,  on  the  check-list  undergoing  revision  shall  not  be 
changed  except  as  provided  in  section  40  of  chapter  56. 

III.  Beginning  June  1  during  each  year  ending  with  a  one,  the  supervisors  shall 
review  the  check-list  and  shall  strike  therefrom  the  names  of  all  persons,  who 
have  not  registered  or  reregistered  under  paragraph  I  hereof;  provided  that  there 
shall  not  be  stricken  from  said  check-list  the  name  of  any  person  duly 
qualified  to  vote,  unless  such  person,  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  such 
action,  shall  have  been  notified  by  the  supervisors  by  certified  mail  at  his  last 
known  address  of  his  failure  to  reregister  and  informed  of  the  procedure  to  be 
followed  in  order  to  reregister  and  have  his  name  retained  on  said  check-list,  nor 
unless  such  person  shall  have  been  given  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  follow  said 
procedure.  Provided  further  that  if  a  majority  of  the  supervisors  have  personal 
knowledge  of  the  voting  qualifications  of  any  person  who  by  July  30  has  failed 
to  reregister  hereunder,  they  may  retain  his  name  on  the  revised  check-list.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  in  the  County  of  Sullivan, 
in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Charlestown  Elementary  School 
Gymnasium  in  said  Charlestown  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March  next,  at 
10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects.  Polls  are  to  be 
open  from  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  the  beginning  of  the  business 
session  at  7:00  P.M. 

Article  1.  To  choose  the  necessary  town  officers  for  their  respective  terms. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  combine  the  office  of  Tax 
Collector  with  that  of  Town  Clerk,  thereby  creating  a  new  office  of  Town 
Clerk- Tax  Collector  to  be  held  by  one  person,  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year.  By 
petition.  Question  is  on  official  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  term  of  Tax  Collector 
from  one  (1)  to  three  (3)  years,  beginning  with  the  term  of  the  Tax  Collector  to 
be  elected  at  next  years'  annual  Town  Meeting.  By  petition.  Question  is  on 
official  ballot. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
notes  on  credit  of  the  Town  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet 
current  expenses  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

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The  Extensive  Criminal  report  nnade  by  this  Department  in  past  years  had  to  be 
shortened  due  to  prohibitive  costs  of  many  pages.  However,  if  the  abbreviated 
Criminal  Report  is  studied,  a  clear  picture  for  the  necessity  of  more  personnel 
can  be  easily  seen. 

HIGHLIGHTS 

This  Department  this  year  took  pleasure  in  returning  some  $1300.00  to  a  local 
family  that  had  been  robbed;  in  helping  elderly  people,  in  the  middle  of  night, 
that  had  fallen  and  could  only  crawl  to  a  telephone;  in  assisting  people  caught  in 
heavy  storms  to  reach  their  destination  by  relays  of  police  cruisers;  in  rushing 
small  babies  to  Medical  Center  or  Hospital;  apprehension  or/and  helping  young 
people  head  in  right  direction  while  growing  to  adulthood. 

This  Department  acts  as  an  information  center  due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no 
other  town  office  open,  as  such.  Many  questions  are  asked,  with  almost  full-time 
dispatching  from  10:00  a.m.  until  2:00  a.m.,  such  as:  Where  can  I  find  an  old 
time  fiddler  for  a  dance;  where  is  there  a  button  collector  in  the  area;  is  there  a 
taxi  in  this  area;  and  many  more.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1970  forest  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area,  quiet  in  part 
because  of  your  continued  cooperation  and  favorable  weather  conditions. 

Fires  that  did  occur  were,  for  the  most  part,  caused  by  debris  burning, 
children  and  smokers. 

The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  forest  fires  would  drastically 
change  this  picture.  To  bring  about  this  change  we  make  the  following 
suggestions: 

1.  When   the   ground    is   not   snow  covered  a  permit  to  burn  must  be 

obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  permit  covers  waste  burning, 
even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  as  well  as  garden  trash  and  brush 
burning,  such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  prior  to  9:00  A.M. 
and  after  5:00  P.M.  with  the  following  exceptions: 

Commercial  or  Industrial  burning  is  permissible  at  any  time  under 
normal  conditions  but  only  with  the  approval  of  the  District  Chief  and 
a  written  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
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2.  Fires  caused  by  children  can  be  prevented  only  with  the  complete 
cooperation  of  parents  in  the  supervision  of  their  children,  keep 
matches  out  of  reach  of  children.  This  action  will  help  to  prevent  fires 
and  may  save  a  life,  the  life  of  your  child.  Try  to  explain  this  to  your 
child,  won't  you? 

3.  Forest  fires  caused  by  smokers  can  be  reduced  in  number  by  the 
exercise  of  more  care  in  the  discarding  of  matches  and  smoking 
material  whether  from  a  vehicle  or  by  a  hiker.  In  all  cases,  make  sure 
that  the  butt  or  match  you  discard  is  out,  dead  out.  Smokey  says, 
"Thanks  for  your  help",  and  invites  you  to  join  with  him  in  setting  a 
good  example  for  others  in  the  prevention  of  fires  and  the  protection 
of  our  environment.

1970 


The  number  of  infractions  incurred  this  year  were  relatively  few  in  number,  as 
has  been  the  case  in  the  last  few  years.  There  were  some  minor  infractions  of  the 
health  laws,  and  these  were  dealt  with  in  an  appropriate  manner. 

The  water  supplies  of  Charlestown  and  North  Charlestown  were  checked 
regularly  and  all  reports  were  returned  by  the  State  Health  Department  in  good 
order.  Once  each  year  the  sources  are  checked  directly  and  a  complete  report  is 
returned  by  the  State.  This  has  always  been  satisfactory  with  no  trace  of 
contamination. 

The  Town  Swimming  Pool  was  checked  regularly  each  week  it  was  in 
operation.  With  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  Recreation  Department  it  was 
drained  and  cleaned  whenever  the  necessity  arose.  With  an  ample  supply  of 
water  and  chlorination  the  pool  was  operated  successfully  all  summer. 

The  annual  rodent  extermination  was  performed  at  the  Town  Dump  in 
August  of  this  year  with  the  usual  good  results  which  each  year  sees  a  significant 
reduction  in  the  rodent  population  for  several  months.

RECREATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  recreation  department  gave  a  considerable  amount  of  financial  help  to 
the  town  youth  baseball  program  this  year.  The  baseball  program  continues  to 
be  enjoyed  by  well  over  100  boys  involved  in  midget,  little  league,  and  Babe 
Ruth  play.  It  is  hoped  that  a  serious  effort  can  be  made  in  the  spring  to  improve 
the  little  league  and  Babe  Ruth  ball  fields. 

A  field  is  also  badly  needed  for  the  midget  baseball  team,  which  requires 
smaller  dimensions  than  a  standard  little  league  field. 

The  swimming  pool  was  open  for  a  full  11  weeks  this  year  with  Lloyd 
Greenburg  and  Bill  Keating  doing  a  commendable  job  in  both  swimming 
instructions  and  general  pool  supervision. 

A  "New  Pool"  study  committee  was  formed  this  year  to  study  the 
complete  cost  of  a  new  swimming  pool  for  the  community.  The  committee  is 
hoping  to  have  the  study  completed  so  the  recommendations  can  be  presented 
to  the  townspeople  for  approval  and  construction  can  begin  early  in  1972. 

Facilities  at  the  swan  common  are  constantly  being  used  by  more  and 
more  people  with  the  skating  rink  being  the  most  popular. 

Through  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  firemen,  skating  was  possible  during 
Christmas  vacation  which  was  probably  the  earliest  skating  in  the  area.

SILSBY  LIBRARY  REPORT 

The  Silsby  Library  Trustee's  plans  for  the  improvement  of  library  had  a 
severe  set-back  when  the  townspeople  voted  that  a  library  addition  was  not 
possible.  The  need  for  an  addition  is  acute.  We  do  not  have  the  space  that  is 
needed  to  operate  efficiently. 

To  maintain  the  library  building  it  is  now  necessary  to  make  major  repairs, 
especially  to  the  roof  and  trim  painting.  Contractors  have  been  contacted  and 
work  was  to  have  been  done  this  past  fall,  but  it  was  not  accomplished,  and  is  to 
be  done  this  spring. 

Steel  book  shelves  were  placed  in  the  basement  and  a  great  many  adult 
books  have  been  moved  downstairs.  The  dehumidif  ier  is  installed. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stanley  Patch  of  Springfield  gave  the  library  two  donations  - 
one  was  used  with  money  from  the  Women's  Club  to  purchase  the  glass  door. 
The  last  gift  is  to  be  used  to  remodel  the  entrance  hall  by  lowering  the  ceiling, 
installing  sliding  doors  to  attic  and  basement  which  will  conserve  heat.  A  display 
case  is  to  be  installed. 

$100.00  was  received  from  a  State  Grant  to  purchase  reference  books. 

A  course  sponsored  by  the  State  Library  Extension  Service  pertaining  to 
Library  Service,  was  taken  by  our  Librarian  at  Keene  State  College  this  past 
year.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

My  year  started  June  1,  1970.  The  first  job  was  T.R.A.,  cleaning  and 
burning  brush,  hiring  shovel  and  bulldozer,  putting  in  culverts  and  excavation  of 
7/8  of  a  mile,  moving  8000  to  9000  yards  of  fill  with  three  town  trucks  and  five 
hired  trucks  part-time.  We  hauled  4000  yards  of  bank  run  gravel  and  3000  yards 
of  crushed,  finishing  with  oil  and  sealing. 

The  curve  on  Swift  property  was  cut,  moving  and  digging  3000  yards  of 
fill  and  moving  it  across  to  Fisk  Pit,  straightening  corner,  oiling  and  finishing  a 
piece  of  construction,  about  400  ft. 

Oiled  St.  Pierre  Road  and  part  of  Old  Claremont  Road,  about  6  miles.  Also 
dug  and  cleaned  ditches,  added  culverts  to  same.  We  oiled  private  driveways  at 
owner's  expense,  also  Willoughby's  trailer  park. 

Next  we  cut  trees  and  widened  road  at  foot  of  Bailey  Hill  and  drew  in  100 
yards  of  crushed  gravel. 

We  filled  holes  on  the  Lamb  Road  with  150  yards  of  bank  run  gravel.  The 
Meany  Roadwas  next.  We  dynamited  and  widened  curves,  cleaned  ditches,  added 
two  culverts  and  30  yards  of  crushed  gravel  was  put  on  the  hill.  Next  the 
Hemlock  Road  had  clean  ditches;  added  three  new  culverts  and  dynamited 
corner  near  Hill  Bros.  We  put  3  Culverts  in  County  Road  and  gravelled  and 
graded  all  town  roads  twice  around  with  3000  yards  of  gravel  from  Merrill's  Pit. 

We  graded  and  oiled  in  front  of  town  shed,  making  a  new  place  for  salt. 
Hauled  194  yards  of  stock  pile  sand  from  Putnam  Pit. 

Put  in  12  new  culverts  and  reconditioned  three  more  onBorrough  Road. 
Bought  71  tons  of  Cold  Patch  from  Cold  River  Hot  Mix  to  fill  holes  and  build  up 
shoulders,  also  used  where  we  put  culverts  on  tar  road.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Charlestown  Planning  Board  has  met  regularly  throughout  the  past 
year  on  an  average  of  twice  a  month. 

Following  defeat  of  the  proposed  zoning  ordinance  at  the  1970  town 
meeting  by  a  3  -  2  margin,  the  board  developed  a  questionnaire,  sent  to  all 
citizens  of  the  town,  in  an  attempt  to  find  why  the  proposal  was  defeated,  and 
to  see  in  what  direction  the  board  should  be  working.  The  results  showed  that 
the  board  should  continue  its  efforts  on  zoning,  as  well  as  other  aspects  of 
community  planning. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  meetings,  several  meetings  have  been  held  with 
other  groups  and  individuals,  including  state  and  county  men  knowledgeable  in 
community  planning. 

The  board  requested  a  complete  soil  survey  and  land  use  interpretive  maps 
from  the  Soil  Conservation  Service.  The  request  was  granted.  However,  it 
undoubtedly  will  be  several  years  before  it  takes  place  because  of  the  demand 
for  this  service,  and  a  limited  amount  of  monies  available  for  this  federally 
funded  project. 

It  was  the  original  intention  of  the  board  to  present  a  zoning  ordinance  to 
the  voters  again  this  year.  However,  because  time  has  not  allowed  us  to  properly 
prepare  and  present  this,  it  was  voted  at  a  recent  meeting  to  wait  until  1972  for 
another  vote. 

While  it  may  not  seem  to  you,  the  citizens  of  Charlestown,  to  have  been  a 
very  productive  year  for  the  board,  we  remain  sincere  in  our  attempts  to  bring 
about  improvements  to  the  town,  and  hopefully  another  year  will  bring  about 
concrete  proof  of  our  work. 

The  needs  of  the  town  in  planning  are  many,  and,  in  the  minds  of  the 
board,  good  zoning  continues  to  be  the  primary  need.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHARLESTOWN  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

This  Commission  has  met  monthly  or  bi-monthly  over  this  past  year  and  has 
concentrated  on  several  projects  for  the  benefit  of  the  town. 

We  have  prepared  a  highway  map  detailing  old  roads  and  have  also  included 
major  water  resources  and  have  traced  out  our  watershed  areas  and  ski  mobile 
trails. 

We  have  also  met  with  the  Chief  of  Forest  Management  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  development  and  have 
obtained  permission  to  lay  out  and  use  a  ski  mobile  trail  across  Hubbard  Hill 
State  Forest.  This  trail  has  been  cut  out  and  is  now  in  use.  Permission  was  also 
given  for  a  nature  trail  through  a  part  of  this  Hubbard  Hill  State  Forest  area  and 
this  is  to  be  developed  this  coming  year. 

Much  of  the  discussion  and  research  of  the  Conservation  Commission  has 
been   summarized    in  the  following  recommendations  which  we  urge  careful 
1  attention  to  implementation  of  in  the  near  future,  that  we  as  a  town  may  prepare 
for  further  growth  and  development  with  wise  care  of  our  natural  beauty  and 
resources. 
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We  recommend  that: 

A.  In  regard  to  Zoning: 

1.  There  be  Open  Air  Zoning  -  wood  and  marshland  and  farmland  and  all 
areas  away  from  highways  be  subject  to  town  zoning  as  follows: 

Lot  Size 

Minimum  of  five  acres  and  lot  size  to  be  at  least  three  times  the 
area  required  for  adequate  sewage  disposal,  based  on  pecolator  soil 
tests  plus  a  factor  for  rocky  or  ledge  areas.  This  will  give  some  of 
the  needed  area  for  a  safe  water  supply. 

Roads 

Four  rod  right  of  way  with  30  foot  roadway  with  18  inches  of 
gravel  and  a  ten  per  cent  grade  maximum.  Culvert  size  to  be  based 
on  50  year  storm  period.  Slopes,  both  cut  and  fill  areas:  over  ten 
ft.  in  height,  1  on  2  (one  foot  down  on  two  feet  out)  slope  and 
rounded.  Under  10  ft.  should  have  a  1  on  4  slope.  Slopes  to  be 
seeded  and  returned  to  a  natural  look. 

Marshlands  and  wetland  areas 

These  areas  should  be  left  undisturbed  with  no  filling,  no  draining 
and  no  dumping.  This  protects  wild  life,  water  supplies  as  well  as 
protects  against  flooding.  There  should  be  no  building  upon  flood 
plain  areas. 

2.  Historical  Areas 
Main  Street 

should  be  zoned  as  a  historical  area.  All  major  renovations  and  new 
buildings  must  be  subject  to  prior  approval  by  the  zoning  board. 

B.  Reservoirs 

present  town  reservoirs  should  be  cleaned  and  enlarged  and  adequately 
maintained.  The  town  should  also  consider  the  future  needs  of  water  in 
the  South  Charlestown  area  and  the  possibility  of  purchase  of  land  for 
the  development  of  a  reservoir  in  that  area. 

C.  Highways 

Salt 

The  town  should  use  discrection  in  the  application  of  salt  and 
should  use  sand  where  ever  possible,  expecially  near  water  sources. 

Seeding  and  Landscaping 

All  slopes  be  seeded  and  returned  to  a  natural  look  and  all  slopes 
be  a  1  on  2.  All  stumps  and  wood  should  be  buried  or  taken  away 
stone  walls  would  be  preserved  when  ever  possible. 
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D.  Town  Dump 

The  town,  should  study  the  town  dump  problem  and  look  into  the 
Ajax  type  incinerator  for  possible  future  use  here. 

E.  Sewage 

The  town  should  accelerate  all  plans  for  completion  of  the  sewage 
system  for  the  whole  town  to  elimate  the  dumping  of  raw  sewage  into 
the  river. 

The  Sewer  and  Water  Department  should  work  closely  with  the  state 
sewage  inspector  for  the  area  on  all  new  sewage  installations  in  the 
town  and  we  further  recommend  that  all  new  sewage  in  town  be 
inspected,  not  just  that  within  1,000  ft.  from  water,  to  assure  that  all 
new  sewage  meets  state  standards. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  town  protect  the  present  sewer  lagoons 
by  rip  rap  of  the  riverbank  in  that  area,  and  further  propose  that  the 
town  apply  for  federal  and  state  funds  for  this  rip  rap  to  be  constructed 
by  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers. 

F.  Power  Lines 

We  recommend  that  all  utility  lines  should  be  put  underground  on  Main 
Street.  This  would  benefit  traffic  safety,  winter  maintenance  and 
beautification. 


Earth  Day 

We  recommend  that  the  town  participate  in  the  nation's  "Earth  Day"  by 
purchasing  pine  tree's  and  maple  and  oak  tree  seedlings  for  civic  groups 
to  plant  along  various  town  streets  and  along  the  Main  Street  entrances 
to  town.
